24. 17. andappointed Otficers, to adminitter the Kingdoime, 
both ordinary & extraordinary, & ro pumih the oftendcrs,exe= 
cuting Juſtice by an immediate hand , and had all hard cates 
brought to him, and gave order about their bartels, and ap= 
pointed tiiezr Generals tor warres ; tor the Judges for the 
moſt part, except Els.and Samuel, were but extraordinary Offi « 
c2rs, or Generalls, railed up 1n danger of enernes, and caſe of 
warre ; fo that every way Gbrift was a Monarch and King tn, 
Ifrael ; wherefore 1ndzed when they retuled Judges, aid 
would have 2 King like other Nations, rhey d:d caltoft him ; 
yec notwithſtanding, atter he had puniſhed them by one king, 
namely Saul, he gave them a K:ng allo tor a Txpe aw ſhadow 
of chat which he himſelte did betore, but ina Tvpe and ſhas 
dow : Foras the Nation ot Iſrae!

The ſecond Mmarchy, was that of the Medes and Per- 
films, which biefſlomed 11 Cyrus, who conquerd Babylon , and 
few the Grandchild of Nebuchadnezar , namely Balteshashar, 
Dan. 2:39. and enqured till Darins, whom Great Alexander the 
Greeke overthrew , this Manarchy was expreſt in that Images 
by the Breſt and Artes of Silver. 

The third Monarchy was that of the Greekes, which bloſe 
fomcd, or rather immaturely and ſuddenly ripened in Great 
Alexander of Macedon, a Grec:an ; and by his fudden victories 
over-run the World ; and by tus tudden and uatimely death, 
was divided mto foure great parts, by foure of his chiefe Ge- 
nerals, who parted the Worid among them, Dan,z. 39. untill 
che more Welterne people, by lictle and little / namely the 
Romans) won all from them : this Grecian Monarchy was ex- 
preſſed inthat Image by a belly an4 thighes of Braſſe. 

The tourth Monarchy was that of the Weſt, namely that of 
the Romans ( Which compared with the former is Weſterne) 
which blofſemed and ripencd leiturely, and by degrees; and 
was therctore the more like to laſt long, And by certaine gra- 
dations and much time, rooted out ſucceſſively all the inhert- 
tors of Alexander, and the upaolders of the Greeke Monarchy, 
and poſſelt all che chiete knowne parts of the World, and fo 
ferching 1s beginning lower Weſtward, and vert up as high 
FEaſtward, it became a might!er Manarchy then any of the for= 
mer. 

This Monarchy was expreſſec inthe image, by the legges of 
Tron, Dan.2.32.49, becaulc as Iron, it was ſtrongeſt of all , 
and {ubdued all under it; but in proce of time, the body of 
the world, which it bore up, being ſogreat, to which 1c was 
alegge or ſupporter , it devided itfelte ( as 1tis inthe naturall 
body ) into two legges, and 15 in the image ſo expreſfed{(though 
for a great while ic was bur one Menarchy ) vet at laſt it grew 10- 
to two, the Eaſterne and Welterne Monarchy,which ver though 
divided, were both itrong 45 lron , and held all natwons under 
them Þ{ butin procciſe ot tune theie fell into tect and toes , as 
themuurall bodv of man, {rom two legges , delcend into feet 
2nd toes.

aot cell chem: the time when it ſhould bee.g wiich was 
the queſtion they asked , but it hee had onely meant his 
{piricuall Kingdome , through the Goſpels preaching , hes 
might have told chem thetime of that , tor hee had tud be- 
fore, that it ſhould be overall the World, betore the rune of 
Jernſalem, Matth.24. 14. theretore hee meanes thas lus Mo- 
narchy, which is called Iſraels Kingdome ; 25-here, fo D.m.7.18. 
becaule they under and with Chriſt, thall enjoy the honour of 
that Kingdome ; And indeed of this Monarchicall kiingdome, 
have all che Prophets ſpoken more or leile, as it 1+taid 482. 3, 
9) 20, 21. which place of the Apoſtle 15 expretſely meant of 
this kingdome of Chrilt, and notot the lutt Geverall Judge- 
ment atthe Worlds-end {as it is oft interpreted.) 

For tirlt, all che Prophets ſince the world begun, have nog 
ſpoken of the Worlds end, and laſt judgeinent ; but of this 
kingdome of Chriſt have they all t{poken, fo thar no Doctrine, 
was ſo generally belceved among the Jewes,at Chrilt his berg 
among themgas that of theMe{:5,and of his kingdomewhicrce 
fore they {0 ſtumble ſtill on thac. 

Secondly, the time of which this place {peakes, isa time of 
reſtoring all thimgs ; that 15, 4 making all things new, as it 15 elie- 
where exprelt, 2 Pet. 3. 13. which cannot be mcant of the 
worlds end, and Heaven which followes it, tor at the worlds 
end, the carch ends, and {hall not be made new ; and che highs 
elt Heavens neces no making new, .nor have they any earth in 
them ; theretore it mult be meant of a timeand Rate to bee in 
this World ; therefore Rev. 2x, 25. the new things come 
downe from Heaven, and theretore there muſt be a reforming 
things in this world, and a reducing thei to their originall, as 
they were at the Creation ; winch reftitution of all things, 
ſhall not be pertecedindeed, till the laſt general! Judgement, 
but ſhall be begun, and proceeded much 1a, at the.beginning 
ot this Kingdome oft Chriſt ; ot which aito the lait judge= 
ment is a part : therefore the, whole time of Chriſts King- 
gone, 15 cruly called atime oi re{ticrmion, avd this place 1s 
meant of that Kingdome.

The Myſtery 
ſpoken of by the Piophets ſhould be done; that 1s, the King® 
dome ot Chriſt ſet up, and. as the other great Monarchzes 
brought under them al) kingly power ,and they were Kings of 
Kings, fo ſhall .Chrilt alto ; rher2fore Dan. 2. 35. the Mo- 
nancy, that is, not the people, but the'trate and Dignts 
ty vanifhed as duſt to nothing ; the people remained., 
But the NManarchy .came to nothing : So Daniel, F. 12. 
C2 .the 
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the dominion was taken awav, though their lives continued, 
and verſe 9, the T hrones caſt downe; that 1s, of the foure mens» 
tioned Kingdomes, and ver!. 27. all dominion-and greatnefle, 
thall be ChriRs and his Saints, none {hall have dominion and 
oreatneſſe but he, All Rulers hall ſerve him? So Eſt 2, Chriſts 
Kingdome is expreſſed ; Firit, in its f{pirituall ſtate, by the 
Golpels preachingvert. 2, 3. &c. thence it ihal! proceed, to 
bring under it all the earth, even rhe haughtinefſe of people, 
thatis, their kivgly power, which 15 the height and pride of 
the earth, and he alone ſhall be exalted as Monarch, vert. 17. 
17. &c. Eſay 24.21,22,23. The high ones, that is, the Kings, 
and their Monarchzes, {hall fall before the ILord ; and che Stmne 
and Moone, that is, Majeſty of 2 higher and lower ranke, shaf 
vanish before him, as Rev. 21.23, 24. no need of Sunne or Moone, 
that is, kingly power, Chriſt will be inſtead of all ror; fo 
chap.

For the betcer underſtanding the exzenc of Chriſts King» 
dome, conſider that betore this Monarchy of Chrift tall end, 
and be given upto the Father, it ſhall extend ir {olfe to ell rea- 
ſonable creatures, Angels, Deviis, avd al! tongues, Phil.2.1 0) 
11. { that every cemure, reatenable, Fl! acknowledge 
Chiitiobe Lord aud King ; but this gencrall extent of it >

ſhall not be till rowards its conſummation, Hee hall put all un- 
der ha feet, and then religne, 1 Cor. 15. 24. and by Paul, Rem.

Scripture ; Strifatly, it 1s raken tor apartiall Judgement, when Jn, 


ſome aie judged, but not all. ; many þorh Saiars and ſtaners 
ſhall be judged, and thac with gorcat terrour and (olemnity, but 
all Devils, and all the generation of mankinde, trom Adam to 
the laſt that ihall be borne, fhall nor be judged 1n this partial 
aud more ſtrift day of Judgement. But more largely is taken 
ſor that generall dav,whenall men and Devils thall be judged, 
as Mat.25.31.to the end, and Phil 2. 10, 11. and now 1t1s not 
uſuall by the day of Judgement, to meane onely this large and 
generall Judgement , bur the Scripture ſpeakes of a Jay of 
Judgement more partiail and more ltrict, wherein not all, bur 
et a wo:id of Saints and ſinners ſhall be judged, and thar 
hay betore the laſt and great Judgement; as Dan.

Saints, though he inſtances in an.efcape trom Popery onely y 
becarfe, that is the ſnare, which in this later part ot the world 
rakes fuch as are not Saznes, and more plainely, Rev. 11.15.to 
the chapters end, there 1s ter out Chriſts Kingdome, and it is 
' faid, char not onely the Prophets, but all that feered bim, both 
ſmall and great, - thonld be yudged arid rewarded, even all that feare 
4m, ſmall Chriſtians and greater, and how judged, that is, 
their cauſe pleaded againſt their enemies by-a juſt puniſhment 
of them, 1n the prelent generation of the wicked, in whom all 
the foregoing generations of the vricked were puniſhed, God 
thewing thereby what they all did deierve ; and rewardiug 
the Saints, how 15 that © by raiſing them from the dead.; fer 
as he ſpeakes of rhe dead Prophets, ſo doth he of the: dead 
Saints; and of all Saints dead, and not onely of ſuch as were 
Mmartyred ; and this Reſurrection 1s not at the Worlds end,tor 
after this hee fhewed many things were done 1n the World, as 
the Temple opened, 5c. and it 15 the beginning of Chriſts King» 
dome, as wee have ſhewed before ; this 21fo 1s cteare by char 
fignificacion thar Chriſt pur on their receiving the Lords Sup- 
per, ina Table geſture, where they ſate as it were at his'Ta- 
ble, and he ferved them ; foras thev tate at Table, eating: the 
Paſſeover, hee inſtituted and adminiſtred the Lords Suppery 
Luk 22.14, Hejate downe, thats, in a-lable geſture , at the 
.D Paioyer, 
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Paſſover, and verſ. 19. 2-2, at that meale , he inſtitutedri:> 
Lords Supper, and cherefore as thy late in che Table geſture, 
for it was as they were cating at Table,M..26.25. which was 
fitting, Mark.14.18.. Now I ſay having thus Adminiſtred wo 
chem che Lords Supper as they {ate , hee 1n that being as one 
that ſerved them, becaule he gave the bread and wine, whece- 
asin the Paſſaver, they care 1c with himy without his Adints 
niſtring itro chem, He inferres hence ewo things. 

One was, that which met with the preſent corruption of ' 
pride,that then brake torch, verſc 42. to 48.. Since he had let 
them downe , and ſerved them , they ſhould not ſtrive who 
ſhould be greatcRt.. 

Another was, a conſolation for the future, which was ſ1g- 
nified and ſealed up to them , in chat Sacrament of the I,ords 
Supper, verſ. 28.29.30. that by his almucting them co {it and 
eate Of that his Supper and Tabie , he did {hew and lcale to 
ehem the fellowſhip which they thonld have in his Kingdome: 
T hat they ſhould A as Kings, and rule the Tribes ot Iſracl, 
which cannot be. meant of Heaven ; tor that. is the Fathers 
Kingdome,and Chriſts Kingdome ends whea this world ends 
Taerefore the Sacrament of the Lords Supper , not onely 
ſeales up and ftgnities, ſpirituall and ecernall Privilidges, but 

alſo the Kingdome of Chriſt , which ſhall be enjoyed in this. 
World: and cheretore it isto ceaſe at his comming , to {er up 
this Kingdom : for it is zo zhew_forth bis death till be come, &Cc, 
I Cor.

Now this was onely a figne of ' teruſalems ruine, and 'a 
warning to Chriſtians co flye our of the Citie; and if we 
ſhould coir from this the number of yeares"heere ſer 
downe for the. bringing in the le;wes, 1t 15 long agoe exe 
ired. 

Bur there tis anorher time wheretn the Sacrifice: mas ſiaye 
ed, and Abominati ſet up , and that was in the Raigne of 
the Emp-rour Iulzn the Apoitate , who ' ratgned in the 
vcare- ot eur Lord.z360, or 366. and let: np Heaehemfme, 
11-2 . that 
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that Abomination, and endeavoured to ſet up Iudazſme, to race, 
out Chriſtianatie, and therefore attempred to ſet up Sacrifice, 
and re-buil4 th2 Temple , but by Earthquakes God caſt all 
downe: and whereas the Foundation of the Temple was never 
rayſed, thoſe Earthquakes caſt up thoſe ſtones,ſo that as Chriſt 
.. Gayth, not a ſtone was left upon a ſtone ( which there was till 
'* this time ) Now then tha # the time when wee muſt beg, to 
avconunt. 

And if yor: object, That mm theſe dayes it was no hurt that the 
Sacrifice was ſlope, becauſe God had ſu; preſt thas worshsp. 

I ſay, ſo hee had at that time betore ſpoken of, Dan. 7. 27, 
of which our Saviour Chriſt ſpeakes , for it was fix and 
thirtie yeares after Chrifts death : ver becaule it was a fa- 
mous thing , it ſerved.well for. a Marke v-hen to begin an 
Account. 

So then unto 3659, or 366. in which this was done, Jet us 
adde the 1290. dayes, which 1s the time how long from this. 
it ſhould be before the ITewes ſhould be delivered, and it makes 
1650. Or 1656. yeares of the Lord, iv which the Iſraclites are 
to be delivered, by being called ro Chriſtianitze , both the 
Jewes ( who are tro Tribes, which were in Chriſts dayes ) 
and the ren Tribes, which are 1/rael ; and from this time of the 
Converſion of the Iſraelites, tor tore five yeares atter, are the 
emelve Tribes to ſuffer great troubles : Theretore Dan. 12. 11. 
after 1290. dayes, hee ſaith, Hee # bleſſed that comes and wantes 
Ento 13 35. dayes more, that 15, fortie five yeares after, for to thats 
zime the troubles will be ſuch as never were,Dan. 12.1.namely,tothe 
converted Iſraelites, but not to the Gentile Chriſtians , for theſe 
have beene troubled by the Heathen Roman Emperonrs a long. 
while, and after that by the Beajt, which ſucceeded them, viz, 
the Papacze, all che time uf the Papacte , and heavily afflicted 
at the end of the Papacte , by flaughter of all their Wieneſſes; 
therefore they, from thence-forward,, ſhall have quiecneſſe ; 
but the twelve Tribes, who till 656, lived withou Religion, 
being converted to Chriſt, ſhall have ſore trouble for tortie 
fave yeares after ( as therr Fathers for fortie yeares wandred m the 
HWilderneſſe after they were come out of Egypt, before they entred 
Tanaan ) by the latcer dayes of which ume, the remaines of 
Bapacie \after Romes-ruine ) will have ſpread and got ſome 
head againe , and. joyne with the Enemies of the. _ 
J1:he3: 
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TH? in the Eaſt, and fo generally both Mafumetans, Heas 
thens, and Paprſts will combine rogether, to ruine the lewes, 
and all other Genti/es who be true Chriſtians ; to ſave from 
which ruine , Chriſt trill come from Heaven, and nume with 
fire all thoſe Nations of the wicked, Revel. 16. 13. to 17. 
And the tcventeenth Verſe is the ſeventh Vial or Woe of 
the ſeventh Trumpet, KRevel. 11. 14,'15, whereby as werſe 
18. the Nations bemg anpry., Chriſts wrath came and deſtroyed 
them ; and then w;ll Chriſt ler up his Kingdome,, and be- 
in the thouſand yeares, and ravie the dead Saints 3 And 
this comming ot Chriſt will be ſudden, as a Theete hee : 
will Ceaſe 1n on the World, Reel. 16. 15. 2 Pet. 3. 10s 
Which ſhewes , that Peter ſpeakes of this comming oft 
Chriſt, and not of the Worlds end. Theretore, of ftortie . 
five yeares after 6;6. Chriſt ſpeakes to Danret, Cyap. 12.12. 
He hall then ſtand in the Lot, that is, hee with the reſt of 
ehe dead Prophets and Saints shall be rayſed up from the dead. 
So that 1t 1s likely , that Chriſts comming trom Heaven, 
and rayfing .the dead , and beginning his Kingdome z aud 
the thouſand yeares, will bee about the veare of our Lord 
1700. for it 1S5to be about fortie five yeares. after 1650. Or 
1.656. 

But yet I conceive, that there may be ſome conception 
or more remote beginning of Chriſts Kingdome fooner , 
even preſently upon the end of the fixe Trumpet, which 
brings in the reſurreftion of the JPFitneſſes, and fall * the 
zenth part of the Citie , and that by the beginning of the: 


ſeventh Trumpet, which tolloweth preſently upon it , about 


the yeare 1666. For it is ſavd, upon the blaſt of the ſeventh 
Trumpet that the Temple mas opened, &c. Revel. 11. 5, 19. 
and fo Revel. 15.5. which is the ſame with the other, as hattr 
Beene ſhewed, Now, the opening of the Temple is the Reve= 
Jation of Gods Truth and Worthip more clearely then was 
before, and. ſoa tare of greater Light and puritie of Worſhip 
then was before, which ſeemes neceſlarie ro follow upon rhe 
relurrection of:the MWirneſſr: , ad rheiralcenfion or taking up 
to God, and vV2t this is made the worke of the fevent? Trumpet- 
Therefore I thinke, that the ſeventh Trumpet may begin pre- 
ſencly after the ruine of Rome, Anno Damn 1666. and bring IR. 
apure Race of Churcheszand. ver Chlt not ro a >" 
I 3, OE 
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the ehouſaud yeares, till Anno Domins 1700. for ſurely, in the 
#bouſand yeares there ſhall be no Temple , as was ſhewed be- 
fore. It therefore the thouſand yeares began at the 'tirſt en. 
rance of the. ſeventh Trumpet, when and where ſhonld the 
:Temple be opened which was meaſured, Revel. 11. 1. to be pre- 
-Herved and uſed, and goeth betore the new lernſalem, or the 
thouſand yeares, Revel 3. 11, 12. And wheres it is ſaid , the 
{Myſtere should befintshed fo ſoone- as the ſeventh Trumpet founded, 
Revel. 10.7.- and that the Kingdomes were Chrifls,tRevel. 11.15, 
J] ſuppoſe it may be rxulv taid , ſince ſo great-a retormation 
{hall be preſently therewnh , and within fo few yeares after, 
ex. ſome thirtie foure-yeares , the full ſerting pp of the 
. Kingdome. 


'Nouw , taviog found out when Chriits Kingdome, or the 
+ houſand yeares (hall begin, it is exfie to guefle when the crime 
of the. laſt generall Juogement. and the Worlds end ſhall be ; 
'. A Queſtion which Chrilts Diſciples asked htm, Marth. 24. 3. 
bur hee ſavth, .nesther Angel- nor hee himfelfe, # a'man, knew, 
werſe. 36. that 1s, in thoſe dayes, but it was lockt up 1n the 
: Fathers ſecrets, Indeed, Damel had. a mirke given him, 
. by which wee doe finde out the beginning of Chriſt his 
Kingdome, namely, from the trme of the Sacrifice ceaſing 
132F- deyes ; yet hee knew not when the time was of the 
ee 1ſing- of the Sacrifice, nor how long Chrifts Kingdome ſhould 
teſt, at whoſe..ending the Day of Judg-ment. ſhuuld begin; 
' fo that: not for himſelfe, but for 4:5, was that revealed to 
him, as 1 Per. 1. 12, Burt after Chrifts Snfferings , and 
Aſcenſ}an, all the Fathers ſecrers were opencd to him, for 
! hee was we: thy of it, and hee revealcs them to the Churches 
by«lobn ; hee opens the meanirg of Daniets time, times , and 
balfe a trme ( which no Creature : could : expound ) to bee 
42. Moneths, or 1260. Dayes- ; hee tells-expreſſely, that his 
: Kingdome-ſhould laſt, -atter. 1t. was. fully ferled , a-rhouſand

Anno Domini 1666, For 1bis to: be feared:, that Poperte ſhall

every Kingdume in Europe , and fo ſuppreſſe all oppolers in 
every Kingdome by Papall power ; as appeareth by thele 
Arguments. - ; . 


Firſt, in Revel. 17. 72,13, it is ſpoken of a double gi. Argument Ts 


ying up: of the Ten Kingdomes in Emrope to the Papacie , 
and againe .vſe 17. Which may leeme both one; ver it 
zvill be found of him who ponders them , that they are 
two d:verſe and leverall times: Forin the former it is onely 
favd, They had one mind to gave hear pecrer to the Beaſt (that 
2s, © the Papacie ) at that tie they were all alike 1gnorant 
and ſuperſtitious, and fo the Papaye cafity deveured them ; 
bur in che latter place it 15 favd, God pur vt. wto their mundes : 
to apree and doe 3t , that 15, at this time they were not all 
alike : ſome of .che Kingdomes had Light and. Reforma» 
tion , and had aarhdrawne from Rome ; vert by fome ſpe= 
Ciall over-ruling :Providence ( in. ceſpe&t of which, it is 
favd , God put it into their hearts \ they who had departed.. 
from Poperre {hall revult, and by fame Agreement or Cove-. 
nant With the reſt., all:juvntly {hall againe give up them- 
felyes ro Papall power : fo chac it differs much from the, 
former AR, and ſcemes to be a ſecond AR of the Ten Kings, 
that is, of ſo many as were revolted from the Papacce: and” 
x alſo appeares to be {o, becaufe it is made the fore-runner 
and immediate fore-goer of the ruine of Rue, which 1s hers. 
meant by the Whore, verje46. as. 1s explained verſe 18. This 
AR of the K:ings, is the meanes Þy which God will fulfill: 
his Word, of Kemes ruine by Fire ; therefore it 15 favd , 
They shall burne ver gith Fare , for they shall agree to grve-- 
up their power to ber , mill the wordes be fulfilled : But the. 
former giving up their power to the Beaſt , was at the. 
beginning ct che Papacie, verſe 12513. So. chat it ſzcmes, . 
bv the generall Vaſſallage of ail Kingdomes 10 Europe to. 
Popers? againe , God will bring about the ruine.of Kome-: 
For the 1evolted Kingdomes -eyes (hill be.cpened, to lee- 
hbw Rome hath abuſed them, to bring them bicke againe- 


29 her faverie; and to, flay 21 their .Propbess and Witneſſes |, 
and ! 
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end hen they ſhall bate ber and rune her ; and this may-be'by 
ſome one of the Ten Ksngdomes in Europe retormed, and yer 
reyolred, and at Jaft fall off from Rome againe : For though 
it 15 faid, the Ten should ruine the Whore, it cannot bee meant 
ot them all, for ſome of them lamented her ruine , Rev 18.9. but 
it any of them doe it, it t$4ruls f21d the Ten did 5t (as itis faid 
the Theeves reviled Chriſt, Mark 15. 32.)when as it was but one 
of them, Luke 23. 39. andiby this revoliing ot Retormed 
Kingdomes to  Poperze againe 1n Europe , comes it, that 
the Wimeſſrs (that 1s, the Orthodox Chriſtians and Profeſſors) 
are flaine by che Papacie, which alſo is a ſecond Argnment, 
for that 1s meant by the Beaſt, Revel. 11. 7. and that their 
Boakres lye dead in the ſtreets of Rome , for that is meant by 
-the Great Citie.; for 1c was Romes porver which Crucitied 
Chriſt ; theretore hee 1s ſaid ro. bee there Cruciticd : Pj- 
late by Romanve Authoritie did it. Now it cannot be the 
'Citic of Rome in which all Witneſſes Iye dead , for there 
:' bee none or few Witneſſes in Rome; but moſt Mheneſies are 
.in Reformed Kingdomes, and muſt there bee flaine and 
:lye dead ; thenetore by the ſtreetes muſt bee meant the Fen 
\'Kingdomes 1n Europe come under Romes Jurildiction : every 
'Kingdome being under Romes power in Enrope, 1s as a ſtreet 
-* tothe City, and by Romes power and in her name flayes the 
TWitneſſes ; theretore Papall.power mult be over Errope before 
.the Witneſſes be flaine,

nement 2. A ſecond Argument is , becauſe when Rome is ruinated 
; ſhee is moſt ſecure, no Widow , no Sorrow , Revel. 18. 
7. that is, nvne of her Kingdomes ſhall bee rene from 
her which -fhee had at any tme under her Juriſd:Rion, 
bur is Mm her tull firevgth ; therefore ir 15 ſaid, Serong # the 
Lord, ver. 8. that 1s, ſhee beivg in pertect ftrength , God * 
fhewes his ſtrength in her ruine. 


Thus betweene this and 1666. is like to bee a revolt

'T hat 15 
zoferred from the Prophchte of his Kingdome : For, if hee 
g's! rume the works of evall, becaute hee hates them , 1t be- 
comes them who love lim , to- hate cvill. Goda ſives the 
Samts from the wicked , theretore let the Saints keepe theme 

ſelves trom wickcdnefle ; vea, thev muſt be exrraordinarie 
an all boly converſation and podlinifſe, as 2' Fer. 3. 14. For hy 
much that pliaie ( Wat manner of perſons ought ye to be ) 
ſcemes to.umpl: : In Chrilts Kingdome;, all tuch things as 
now draw to unholinef]e ſhall be done away, and nothing 
but godlinefſe ſhall beare fwav. [Theretore, they who exe 
pect that Kingdome 3 Should be every way hcly, and give dt 
'ligence ro bee found of huny ar his comming 1n peace, 
arihbour fpot and blamelefſe, 2 Pet. 3. 14. : For, thouvh hee 
will not ruice, vet hce will ſhame the Saines, whom hee 
findes looſe walkers. And theretore hee defc: res his come 
ming , not. becaule bee 15 flacke to 1t ( for 1t 15 his glory) 
'þut becauſe' hee would have encreale of Knowledge and 
'Grace ſo worke with his Saints, that they might repent 
and amend what 1s amiiſe in them , that 1t: may proe well 
with them at his comming, 2 Pee. 3.9, 15. tor hee [peakes 
onely of Saints, and therefore laveh , 1s {nz ſufferg tO WU 
,grard, Thais is the reaton of Cluifls detcirmng his come 
ming lo long. 


Thirdly, this Doctrine of Chiiſts Kingdome teacherh
